In curing the olives 
the is very particular about the lye so¬ 
lution. Its strength is maintained 
with precise uniformity, and all im¬ 
parities are removed as far as possible. 
The fruit is not “paddled” in the 
tanks, bnt the lye solution is drawn 
from the bottom of the tanks and 
poured and re-poured over the olives. 
This nice leaching process produces an 
olive that is eagerly sought in the 
East, and the rancher sells hundreds 
of barrels of the produot readily.

Sacramento has sent East twenty-four 
more carloads of peaches, plnms, pears, 
grapes and apples. 

High prices caused by short vintage 
are enabling wine-merchants to get rid 
of their old stock. 

There is talk of building ji modern 
hotel near the back of Alta, a mountain 
hamlet near Sacramento. 

Orange Vale's early Crawford peaches 
are unusually large, some measuring 
10 >2 inches in circumference. 

The Salvation army will begin Pin- 
gree town-lot farming in San Francisco 
before the winter rains set in. 

The Folsom water power is carrying 
more power to a greater distance than 
has been attempted by the plant at 
Ninguru. 

San Francisco proposes to have at 
her coming home product fair an X-ray 
department where people may see their 
own skeletons. 

San Diego has shipped north another 
big cargo of lemons. This is over 
6485 boxes for July alone, or nearly 
52,000 boxes so far for 1890. 

The new opera-house at Pomona 
will cost |5500, aud the first floor will 
he used as an armory by Company D, 
National Guard of California. 

Santa Clara grants the use of her 
plaza for camping purposes, with free 
lights and water, to Company E, First 
Infantry N. G. C., next month. 

All of the space in the Mechanics’ 
Pavilion, San Francisco, has been 
taken by exhibitors, who propose to 
make the exposition the finest ever held 
in the west. 

San Francisco’s meat inspector urges 
that they imitate Eastern civilization 
by prohibiting the hanging of meats 
outside of butcher shops, which is dan¬ 
gerous to the people’s health. 

Governor Budd finds that Agnews 
asylum is conducted on an economical 
and humane basis, aud that there is no 
other institution of the kind in the 
State where the per capita is so low.

LATEST NEWS NOTES. 


Chamberlain writes to the New 
York Sun fromo London as follow: 
“The adaptation of Prof. Roentgen’s 
discovery as an aid in the practice of 
surgery has made wonderful progress 
in the past few weeks in Berlin, Paris 
and London. Specialists in each of 
these cities now devote themselves 
almost exclusively to the use of this 
new method for diagnosis, and many 
are the marvelous reports of their re¬ 
vealing to the eye of science what was 
before visible only to the eye of faith. 


H. D. Noland, of the Riverside 
Dairy, says that he finds sugar-beet 
pulp at $2.50 per ton as a food for 
cows cheaper than hay at $10 per ton 
or bran at $20. He feeds each cow 
forty-five pounds of pulp aud six 
pounds Of hay at a feed. 

Fourteen hundred of the 2500 em¬ 
ployes of the Sonth Chicago Shipbuild¬ 
ing Company have struck, which will 
necessitate, it is said, the closing of the 
yards. The strike originated with 300 
boys employed to beat rivets whose 
wages were cut from $1.50 to $1.25 a 
day. 

Notwithstanding the dullness of the 
season and the particular dullness as to 
railroads, the Southern Pacific shops 
in Tucson are doing more work than 
at any period since the shops were 
established. It will also be intersting 
to note that the shops here are busier 
than at any point west of the Missouri 
river, with the possible exception of 
Sacramento. 

Green lemons at San Diego are being 
snapped up at $1.50 to $2.75 per 100 
pounds. A cargo of cured lemons just 
sold at $2.85. The loss of two thous¬ 
and boxes of Mexican lemons destined 
for San Francisco, on the wrecked Pa¬ 
cific mail steamer, was what made the 
sudden demand; and thirty carloads at 
2fg cents a pound was furnished by 
San Diego daring Jnly. 


Much damage has been done by for¬ 
est fires in the vicinity of Sault Sainte 
Marie, Mich. Gladis, a station eight 
miles from there on the South Shore 
road, was wiped out and its residents 
had to flee for their lives. Scores of 
; farmers have lost their homes and 
; many of them barely escaped with their 
lives. The regular South Shore pas¬ 
senger train out was compelled to re¬ 
turn owing to the intense heat and 
smoke. Several of the passengers 
fainted before the train got out of the 
fire belt. No rain has fallen for weeks 
and everything on the ground is dry as 
tinder. 

The Cincinnati Railroad, running 
from Cincinnati to Chattanooga, a dis¬ 
tance of 338 miles, is owned by the 
city. It is a part of the Queen and 
Crescent system and has been leased to 
the Cincinnati,New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific Railway, the latter company 
being in the hands of a receiver. A 
proposition from Andrews & Taylor, 
representing the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton Railway Company, was 
recently made to buy the road, with 
its terminals, etc., for $19,000,000. 
The proposition had been favorably 
passed upon by the Board of Adminis¬ 
tration and the Sinking Fund Commis¬ 
sion, and was submitted to the people 
for final action. The vote resulted: 
Ayes, 15,392; noes, 15,730. The 
proposition to sell the road was lost by 
338, jnst one vote for each mile of the 
road.

Every plpeman, engineman, and 
.TUckman in the service of the fire de¬ 
partment of large cities Is drilled week¬ 
ly in the duties of 
a hook and ladder 
company. Not only 
the men serving on 
the hook and lad¬ 
ders know how to 
lower a man or wo¬ 
man by means of a 
rope from a burn- 
i u g building, but 
when a plpeman or 
engineman Is need¬ 
ed he Is as well 
trained as any to 
take an active part 
in saving life, and 
can do it as well as 
he can handle an 
engine or turn a 
hose where it does 
the most effective 
work.

drill usually takes place at every hook 
and ladder house on some day of 
every week, it never ceases to be an 
Interesting sight to the neighbors and 
passersby.

Tlie first man to mount 
fastened the ladder securely to the sec¬ 
ond story window and swiftly ran up 
the rounds. As soon ns he reached the 
top he opened the big hook at his belt 
aud snapped it about the top round.

ladder, and it was quickly handed up 
to him. This he raised high in the air, 
hand over hand, fastened it on the third 
floor window, tried Its strength to see 
that it was secure, then quickly ran up.

As he readied each 
floor his manoeuver was the same. 
When he reached the top of the second 
ladder the second man was at the top 
of the first. Both men hooked them¬ 
selves safely and put out their hands 
for the ladder below. Quickly It was

The “two men drill’ is very similar, 
except that only two ladders are used, 
one man passing up the lower ladder 
to tlie man above him, and then run¬ 
ning up tlie two ladders and in turn 
receiving the lower one from his com¬ 
rade. Tlie “one man drill” is perform¬ 
ed with one ladder. The fireman fixes 
it to a window above him, mounts 10 
the sill of the upper window, raises tlie 
ladder another story, and so on until he 
has reached tlie height desired. 

The rope drill, likewise, always at¬ 
tracts curious crowds. The noose of 
a rope is placed around the waist of the 
person to be lowered, and the fireman 
who lowers him gives the rope two or 
three turns around the hook in has belt. 
Then he pays it out us slowly or ns 
fast as desired. Persons are taken 
from buildings with ropes, or dropped 
into nets, when flames or smoke pre¬ 
vent the use of stairways or ladders. \ 
The net is a circle of woven rope about , 
four feet across. The rope is a a inch 
thick and the meshes are close. Ten 
or more men take hold of the net, and 
the persons rescued are dropped into 
It. When the firemen execute this drill 
they drop from a hole feet til'st into 
the net with the precision of circus I 
acrobats.

New Process of Making Maps. 

William Kornmaeher, a druggist in 
South Scranton, Pa., has discovered a 
process of relief map-making which 
marks a new era in that art.

The general appraisers re¬ 
versed this decision, and now tlie treas¬ 
ury department has directed the col¬ 
lector to carry the question into the 
United States courts. 

Last week a gold penny was sold by 
auction In London for no less than 
$1,250. This rare and interesting coin 
was knocked down to Spink, of Picca¬ 
dilly, who thus became the proud pos¬ 
sessor of a coin of which only three 
other specimens are known. This pen¬ 
ny was made by King Henry III., In the 
year 1257, “of the finest gold, which 
weighed two sterlings, and willed that 
it should be current for twenty pence.” 
The coin was, however, decried In the 
same year as it became current, and* 
only four are now known to be left, two 
of which are in the British museum.

The barbarity of those ages lias been 
i equalled, If not excelled, by some of the 
j horrors of modern sieges. The storm¬ 
ing of Bagdad was an Instance where 
the fierce onslaught of ravenous Huns 
was met by all the obstacles, missiles 
aud projectiles that desperation eoulcl 
suggest, and later at tlie storming of 
' the bastlle, in Paris, it semecd us if 
brute frenzy had taken Lite place of 
human instincts, driving the outside 
Iiarticipants to rend stone from stone, 
and crush, mutilate aud disfigure every 
enemy. Of all the sieges of lute times, 
however, none can show •such marvel¬ 
ous endurance, such ferocious deter¬ 
mination as that attending the ten 
months’ siege and inch-liy-iucli capture 
of Saragossa. In December, 1808 , Mor- 
I tier and Mousey invested the city with 
an army of 33,000 regulars, 8,000 auxil¬ 
iaries, besides teamsters and sappers 
aud an artillery train of hundreds of 
mortars and siege guns. Tlie outside 
wulls crumbled like brick, but thou¬ 
sands of volunteers closed every breach 
with hillock of rubbish, even when tin* 
French shotted tlieir advanced batter¬ 
ies with grape and canuister. “Gravel 
or bones, ’tls all the same,” as long as 
the gaps get promptly closed, yelled the 
defenders. Cannon balls showered In¬ 
to these ramparts ol' debris, but could 
never demolish them altogether. Like 
the sand bulwarks of Fort Fisher in our 
civil war, rubbish heaps proved more 


works to tin' threshold of the C.’osso, 
mid coupled their summons of surren¬ 
der with the threat of blowing up the 
principal buildings of the city. "War 
to the knife and to the last shanty 
wall,” was the reply of Gen. Palafos. 
Many of the hopelessly wounded 
shammed paralysis, aud on being car¬ 
ried to the improvised hospitals sudden¬ 
ly rose upon their knees to attack tlie 
French surgeons with dagger knives. 

In the beginning of February the 
French sapeurs discovered the subter¬ 
ranean galleries of the defenders, and 
to the havoc of tile siege were now ad¬ 
dl'd tlie horrors of an underground war; 
whole blocks of buildings were shat¬ 
tered by tlie forces of volcano-like ex¬ 
plosions that often hurled mangled 
corpses to the top of tlie highest stee¬ 
ples. When finally surrender was made 
the dead list had reached the porten- 
tious total of 53,727, and the work of 
murder never ceased till the skull bones 
of the last infant hail been shattered 
on tin* breast of tlie last woman—as an 
eternal and eternally unanswerable 
argument against the fortifications of 
large cities.
